VANCOUVER, Oct. 18.—(BUP)—British Columbia is 
about to lose another of its favorite holiday sites—a virtual 
“paradise in the wilds” that grew out of the heart-breaking 
misfortunes of a pioneering family and on the bones of at 


least one man. 


The Whitworth estate, known 
as the “Hard Luck Ranch,” nestl- 
ing in the valley 40 miles from 
here, has been purchased by the 
city of Seattle, and soon will be 
converted into a giant lake—a 
victim of the march of progress 
and the demand for electrical 
energy. 

A power company has. built a 
dam, known as the Daiblo Dam, 
across the Skagit river five miles

south of the ranch, and when it 
goes into operation the waters will 
flood the entire valley, inundating 
the ranch house, barn, pastures and 
fishing streams through which the 
happy voices of fishermen and 
holiday-makers have echoed for 
years. 

The Whitworth family built the 
ranch about 35 years ago, when 
there was talk the British Colum- 
bia government planned to build a 
road up Silver Creek and through 
the ranch to Princeton. The plan, 
however, never materialized and 
the road was built on a' different 
route 

Whitworth spent years develop- 
ing tne ranch, bringing up all sup- 
plies, including a portable sawmill, 
by packhorse. He built a 10-room- 


ed house, out buildings and the 
furniture from lumber cleared 
from the land, and brought in 


dairy and beef cattle, horses, pigs 
and chickens, 

Then hard tuck struck the fam- 
ly and one by one they took sick | 
and had to be taken out on horse- 
back and on sled. Whitworth left} 
a caretaker in charge, but | 
time during the winter he died and 
the livestock perished from hunger 
in the barns 

The Whitworths never 
back to the ranch to live

_ The week from October 19th to 25th 
has been designated Navy Week. Under 
the auspices of the Navy League, in 
churches and schools, through the 
newspapers and by radio broadcasts, 
public attention will be called from end 
to end of Canada to the service that is 
being rendered by the men who man 
Canadian and Allied warships and mer- 
chant vessels. In particular, interest 
will naturally centre on the part Cana- 
dian seamen are playing, whether in the 
uniform of the navy or the dungarees 
of the merchant marine. 

Nowhere will this tribute to our sail- 
ormen be more sincere than in this far 
inland city and province. There are 
hundreds of Edmonton boys on Cana- 
dian and British naval vessels, scattered 
from the Pacific to the Mediterranean, 
hundreds more from the surrounding 
districts and more distant parts of the 

| province. How many there are aboard 

| the freighters without which Britain 
would starve cannot be known, but their 
number must also be considerable. 
Some, in both categories, have served 
even unto death. 

The work these men have done and 
are doing is beyond computation and 
beyond praise. .They deserve the deep- 
est gratitude of which we are capable, 
as do their comrades from Britain, from 
the other Dominions, from Allied coun- 
tries and from the United States. It is 
fitting that the nation show its grati- 
tude to these men who live in peril on 
the sea that freedom may not be de- 
stroyed. 


The “Shooting War”

A few days ago naval officers in Ice- 

land commented on the fact that no 
convoy escorted by United States war- 
ships had been attacked by Nazi raid- 
ers. The inference was that Berlin had 
instructed its submarine-commanders 
to do nothing which would provoke a 
“shocting war’ with the United States 
navy. 
If this supposition was correct there 
is one pirate captain who had better not 
go back home if he values his life, for 
he fired a torpedo into the US. de- 
stroyer Kearny on Friday morning. 
The incident occurred, 350 miles south- 
west of Iceland, well within the Ameri- 
can defence zone. The shooting war has 
therefore been started. 

The attack was most untimely from 
the Berlin point of view, whether s0 
recognized or not. It puts the isolation- 
ist column at Washington in a very 
embarrassing position, just when Con- 

is debating the arming of mer- 
chant ships and more lend-lease aid to 
Britain and Russia. Against the evid- 
ence of that hole in the hull of the 
Kearny it will be useless for the Wheel- 
ers and the Nyes to argue that Herr 
Hitler makes an exception in the case 
of the United States, and will allow 
that country to maintain its independ- 
ence while he crushes all others under 
the wheels of his panzer policy.

Regu- 
lar radio reports from the island would 
be highly useful to Nazi submarines 
prowling along the sea lanes. This of 
course is why the station was set up, 
and why the United States forces pull- 
ed it down and sent the erecting party 
and their vessel to Boston.

Philharmonic In Its Hundredth Year . 


America’s First Symphony Or. « 


chestra Celebrates Its Centen- 
ary During Next Year

On the evening of Dec. 7, 1842, Amer- 
ica’s first professional symphony orchestra, 
the Philharmonic Society of New York, 
gave its initial concert at the Apollo 
Rooms, at 410 Broadway, a resort for fash- 
ionable entertainment. 

The subscribers were largely friends 
and pupils of the musicians, and they were 
escorted to the benches or pews—chairs 
had not yet been introduced into the con- 
cert hall—by members of the orchestra 
selected for their appearance and addresg. 
The ushers wore white gloves, which the 
society paid for, and they carried—in the 


words of Henry E. Krehbiel, the society's | 


golden jubilee historidn—‘“long and slen- 
der rods of wood painted white as wands 
of office.” The wand of office was soon 
suspended, and the white gloves were 
abandoned by the fourth season, which 
gladdened the hearts of the economical- 
minded, for the total saving was $4.75. 


All But ’Cellists Stood 


The 63 players marched out to their 
places. A handful of the fortunate who 
owned dress clothes wore thém; the others 
had on the everyday frock coat, cravat and 
tightly fitting trousers. Dress clothes uni- 
formly worn became the custom 25 years 
later. The men took their positions for 
the concert; according to the practice of 
the day, all but the ‘cellists stood through 
the entire program.

Stepchild 

It took some doing to give New York 
its first professional symphony orchestra. 
Although the town centred on the lower 
tip of Manhattan haa had better than fair 
opera, beginning in 1825, symbolic music 
was a relatively neglected stepchild. Sev- 
eral amateur orchestras tried their hands 
at it, The Euterpean, an amateur orches-

This orchestra played for a time with- 
out a bassoon, for the simple reason that 
there was no bassoonist in residence in 
New York, and until the Philharmonic’s 
ag only one double-bass was to be 

ad. 
Earlier amateur groups had done with- 
out oboes, and flutes and clarinets at vari- 
ous times had filled in for the missing in- 
strument, On one occasion Beethoven's 
monumental “Eroica” symphony was 
offered in a performance by an ensemble 
of seven instruments! The most preten- 
tious concerts had several overtures as 
their tours-de-force. Audience and play- 
ers had to be instructed in proper be- 
haviour, The program of a Euterbean 
concert in 1826 carried this notice: 

“No gentleman will be permitted to 
wear his hat in the room during the eve- 
ning, or dance in his boots... . Standing 
on the seats is strictly prohibited.” 

There was a group of men in the grow- 
ing town, which had a population of 400,- 
000 when the orchestra gave its initial pro- 
gram, who had an acquaintance with the 
great symphony repertory. 

Public House 


One evening in 1839 some of these men 
strolled down Broadway together and en- 
tered the Shakespeare, a public house in 


| Park Row. The talk was about a concert 


of some evenings before, Then it turned 


| to the project of forming an orchestra, The 


outcome was the Philharmonic. 

The organizers of the Philharmonic 
Society adopted a sturdy, democratic con- 
stitution in 1842. The society, limited to 
70 “professors of music,” made provision 
for standbys and replacements. Formal 
examinations were held for candidates, 
and the initiation fee for new members 
was $25. The society met every other 
Saturday from October 1 to June 1 “for 
practice and other business”, and fines of 
50 cents were levied on those who were 
not present at 4 p.m., or departed before 
6 p.m. If the treasury were depleted, mem- 
bers were liable to assessments of 25 cents 
a month to cover expenses. An article of 
the bylaws prescribed behavior, prohibit- 
ing “all indecorum of the members... at 
all the Society’s meetings, viz.: smoking, 
the wearing of hats or caps, violent lan- 


guage, etc.” 
First Women 

In the sixth season women appeared 
on this list for the first time. One of the 
first women associates, recalling her join- 
ing almost 50 years later, told how she 
informed an officer that she wished to be- 
come an associate member. He looked at 
her in surprise and observed, “Ladies do 
not go to rehearsals.” Her answer was 
simple, “Why not?” The good man could 
see no reason. The lady was duly proposed 
and elected, 7 

This was one of the most important 
developments in the society's history, for 
women have been the orchestra's most 
numerous and devoted subscribers down 
the years. 

The number of concerts played each 
season increased slowly. There were three 
the first year. During the next fifteen 
seasons four concerts were played on Sat- 
urday evenings, with public pehearsals on 
Friday afternoons open to ociate mem- 
bers who paid $1 for the privilege. Though 
the season expanded gradually, the public 
rehearsal did not come of age and earn the 
title of concert until 1906. In the society's 
first 50 years, 259 concerts were played. 
Then the figures spurted, and at the end 
of 75 years the total was 1,167. At the 
conclusion of this centennial season the 
be 3,876. 

For the handful of concerts of the early 
seasons, however, the society had many 
conductors. Members of the orchestra took 
their turn at leading the ensemble for one 
number and then returned to their places. 

Nostalgia 

To the present directors of the orches- 
tra, which has had a budget of close to or 
more than $1,000,000 a season in recent 
years, 
a fine nostalgic flavor. The receipts for 
the opening season were $1,845.50, of 
which $600 came from the members them- 
selves, 

Salaries of conductors, which soared 
recently to more than $50,000 a season for 
Mr. Toseanini, were low in the orchestra’s 
salad days. 

The Philharmonic’s record for keeping 
its promises is virtually unique in artistic 
history, Only two concerts have been 
postponed—one upon the death of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, and the other upon the death 
of Anton Seidl The blizzard of 88 might

The history of the present orchestra is 
two-pronged, for in 1928 the Philharmonic 
was merged with the New York Sym- 
phony, which had been founded in 1878, 
Now the orchestra plays to millions of 
listeners the world over, for radio and 
records have made it familiar wherever 
music is heard. But as the organization 
celebrates its centennial season, it will be 
mindful of its part in transforming Man- 
hattan from a little river and harbor town 
into one of the great cultural centres of 
the world. 


Hungry Bargees

network of canals, who complain about 
the dificulty, or rather impossibility, of 
getting enough to eat on their journeys 
and say that a méal of bread and marg- 
arine is insufficient for people who work 
from daylight to dark or far into the 
night, have a strong case. 

It is not only the bargemen who suffer 
but their wives and the children who still 
live on the barges and who still lack 
proper facilities for education. Many of 
the barges, traveling perhaps twelve in 
a line, take four days to deliver their car- 
goes, and when they pull up for the night 
cannot buy food because they are not reg- 
istered customers, 

The dwellers on hundreds of barges 
are concerned in the present complaint.

Isolationists 


It would be criminal folly to infer from 
all this that the American people are any 
less humane, intelligent, courageous and 
patriotic than any other nation. 

But, in spite of their splendid educa- 
tional system, they are singularly ill-in- 
formed. And the gentlemen to blame for 
it are the isolationists, not the militant 
isolationists like the Lindberghs and the 
Wheelers, but the complacent isolationists 
who for the past twenty years have been 
so inordinately sick of continental Europe, 
with excellent reason, that they have 
taught their constituents to hold all Euros 
pean affairs in contempt, 

It is not difficult to understand their 
dislike for continental Europe. It is shared 
by more Canadians than I would like to 
name, 

But it is a mistake to hold these 
troublesome little nations and their activi- 
ties in contempt. One may dislike a squalid 
shanty where malignant disease is bred. 
But one cannot ignore it. It is impossible 
to obviate the fact by closing one's eyes to 
it. 

That ig what many otherwise intelli- 
gent Americans have tried to do about 
continental Europe. It cannot be done. 


American Defence 


It is this healthy contempt for affairs 
European that is responsible fer the 
apathy toward German affronts. 

It is responsible, too, for the highly 
dangerous notion that American defense 
hg be undertaken solely on American 
soil. 

The defense of the United States can- 
not possibly be confined to American soil 
because it would be impossible to enlist a 
large enough army anywhere to properly 
defend American soil. 

The larger a nation grows, territorially, 
the more complicated, becomes its prob- 
lems of home defense and the more it is 
compelled to seek out and crush its 
enemies elsewhere. 

Maintaining a consistent density of 
population, the territorial growth of a 
nation may increase its capacity for 
offense, But its capacity for defense de- 
creases in inverse proportion to the en- 
largement of its area. 

The very last nation in the world to 
practice isolationism is the large, unwieldy 
nation. A small, insignificant country can 
probably draw into itself and remain more 
or Jess secure, 

But a country like the United States 
has got to crush its enemies at birth and 
in the place of their birth. For an inter- 
national infection great enough to harm 
the country at all, is great enough to de- 


stroy it. 
Lethargy 


Therefore, the lethargy with which the 
Americans appeaT to have received the 
humiliating news about the Kearny is 
understandable. But it is not excusable. 

No error can be excusable in times 
when errors may mean death. 

No condemnation of the American 
people is implied in these observations for 
we British people ourselves were lately in 
the same state of mind. It is not for us 
to criticise. 

Lord Gort’s current story of Dune 
kerque reveals with what a pitifully in- 
adequate war machine we undertook to 
drive the Germans out of France. 

For twenty sorrowful years we suf- 
fered from the same mental complaint as 
assails the Americans now. And we only 
got out of it when we felt the actual shock 
of conflict. 

It is to be hoped that the complacent 
and contemptuous people of the United 
hd do not have to wait so dangerously 
ong.

Book Stressed 


Many employers fail to realize 
the value of their Unemployment 
Insurance Commission books, 
William Carnill, manager of the 
Edmonton office of the commis- 


sion, stated here Friday. Cases 
have been reported, he said, 
where books have been found 


lying on the street and he pointed 
out that an insurance book is an 
employee's most conclusive evid- 
ence of contributions on the basis 
of which benefit payments will 
be made 

While the employee 
the care of his insurance book is in 
the hands of his employer, said Mr 
Carnill, Tt is the employer's duty to 
affix stamps indicating the amount 
of contribution made and to cancel 
these stamps with his number. Dur- 
ing the time the employee contin- 
ues working for the same person 
the insurance book remains in the 
possession of the employer 

Care should he taken that the 
books are not destroyed, de- 
faced or lost. 

Immediately on losing employ- 
ment, the employee must obtain his 
book and see that the proper 
stamps have been affixed. He must 
it if he registers at the loca 
and claims office for 
employmen When he becomes 
eligible for the benefits the worker 
cannot establish his qualification if
